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Preface 


Culpeper County, Virginia, was created from that part of. 
Orange County which lay within the fork of the Rappahannock 
River by an Act of the Assembly which was agreed to by the 
Council on 23 March 1748/49. This Act became effective ‘on 18. 
May 1749 and the first court was held on that day. The first 
will was not presented for probate until 20 July, however. . — 


- The original area had been a part of Spotsylvania County 
(which was created in 1720 from the upper portions of Bssex, 
King and Queen and King William counties) until the formation. 
of Orange County in 1734. During the period covered by this 
volume Culpeper included present Madison County, which was cut 
off in 1792, and Rappahannock County, which was cut off in 
1833. The county was probably named for Thomas, Lord Culpeper, 
proprietor of the Northern Neck of Virginia and governor from 
1680 to 16835. eas 


Most of the records of Culpeper County have been preserved. 
The deeds and wills of the colonial period are intact, although 
several later volumes are missing. The marriages do not begin 
until 1781 and the earliest ones of record have been published 
in Catherine Lindsay Knorr's Marriages of Culpeper County, 
Virginia, 1781-1815 (Pine Bluff, Ark.: 1954). The order or 
minute books of the court before the 1790's are missing except 
for a fragmentary velume published by Armistead M. Prichard as 
Abstracts form [sic] the County Court Minute Book of Culpeper 
County, Virginia, 1765-1762 ( Dayton, Va.: Joseph K. Ruebush

The Reverend Philip Slaughter's A History of St. Mark's 
Parish (1877) and the revised and expanded edition, Raleigh 
Travers Green's Notes on Culpeper (Culpeper, Va.: 1900) are 
the best histories of the county generally available, although 
much historic information has been published by the Culpeper 
Star-Exponent, most recently in that newspaper's seventy-fifth 
anniversary edition on 12 July 1956. 


The parish which comprised the area of the new county in 
1749 was Saint Mark's. In 1752 Bromfield Parish was cut off. 
It included present Madison and Rappahannock counties and a 
small portion that has always remained Culpeper. No other 
parishes were created in Culpeper County during the period 
covered by this volume. 


The clerk of Culpeper County during the years 1749-1770 
was Roger Dixon. The names of only a few of the other county 
officials are shown in this volume, although some of the 
justices of the county court are mentioned. 


Wherever a mark rather than a signature was affixed, the 
mark has been placed in parenthesis. An "X" has been used not 
only for that symbol but also for a cross and for any other 
symbol which cannot be reproduced on a typewriter. 


The names have been indexed under the form considered most

logical by the compiler or the one most frequently used in this 
volume. Cross references have been provided. The numbers of 
the pages upon which a person's will appéars have been under- 
lined.
